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1956-YEAR OF THE 
MISSION 


For some months past those who have 
been observing the ACU Cycle of 
Prayer have been praying for God's 
Blessing on the 1956 Mission to Amer- 
ica. What does this mean? The ACU 
is obviously not equipped to arrange 
for a Teaching Mission in every corner 
of the Church under National auspices. 
We do hope, however, to inspire the 
leaders of our Regional Branches and 
as many of our clerical members as 
possible to consider the possibility of 
a Teaching Mission during October 
1956. 

We shall continue our prayers for 
the success of the effort. We urge upon 
all priests and Regional ACU leaders 
consideration of the possibility of a 
Mission. The first step will be the 
selection of the leader. Our Religious 
Orders are not able to handle the en- 
tire schedule but there are many clergy 
across the Church who who are quali- 
fied for Mission work. After selection 
of the leader, plans should be made 
to insure his attendance at one of the 
summer Priest’s Conventions. An- 
nouncement is made in this issue of 
one to be held at Valley Forge Mili- 
tary Academy: we will announce others 
as needed and desired. A central part 
of the program at the Priest’s Conven- 
tions will be the preparation of ieaders 
for the October Missions. 

There will be suggestions about the 
Mission in each issue of the ACU 
NEWS. The present plan is to offer 
outlines to all the clergy for use on the 
Sundays in September 1956 for a series 
of sermons in preparation ior the Mis- 
sion on “Great Words From _ the 
Bible”’:—Faith, Grace, Atonement, For- 
giveness and Sanctification. The sug- 
gested theme for the Teaching Mission 
is: “Jesus Christ, Our King”. Topic 
outlines for the week of the Mission 
will be: “The Kingdom of God and 
the Church Militant”; “The King” 
(Instruction On the Doctrine of the 
Trinity); “The Treasury of the King- 
dom: Sacraments”; “The Way of Sal- 
vation”; “The Discipline of the Chris- 
tian Life” and “The Unity of God’s 
Church”. It has been further suggested 
that the entire effort be brought to a 
close by special services on or near the 
commemoration of the Bestowal of 
the American Episcopate (Nov. 14th). 

The aim of the Mission would be 
two-fold: first, to lead Churchmen into 
a clearer understanding of the mean- 
ing and power of the Faith, and, 
secondly, to proclaim our faith to 


those around us in our communities in 


an effort to make one small contribu- 
tion toward that essential task laid 
upon us all, namely, the rebuilding of 
our civilization on the eternal bases of 
God’s purpose. We dare to hope that 
an end result of many missions might 
be “to pick out a new path across the 
debris of misunderstanding and_ the 
sliding screens of insecure assertions.” 





GENERAL RELIGIOUS 
NEWS BRIEFS 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (RNS) Park- 
ing lot operators in downtown Wash- 
ington have announced that they will 
provide free parking for churchgoers 
each Sunday from 6 A:M. to 2 P.M. 
To obtain free parking space a motor- 
ist has only to show the parking lot 
attendant a copy of the weekly program 
or bulletin given to him at the Church 
he attended. 

VIENNA (RNS) The General Synod 
of the Evangelical Church in Austria 
rejected an application by a group of 
women theologians for ordination to 
the ministry. In rejecting the ordina- 
tion proposal the Synod said the basis 
of its action was theological. It cited 
Biblical pronouncements on the office 
of women in the Church. The Synod 
said the Bible recognizes an “equal 
worth” of both sexes but not an “equal 
nature”. 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (RNS) Chap- 
el attendance by members of the Uni- 
ted States Air Forces and their families 
topped the ten million mark for the 
second year in a row during the 1955 
fiscal year. Chaplain (Major General) 
Charles I. Carpenter, Chief of Air 
Force Chaplains said the figure was 
400,000 greater than in the 1954 fiscal 
year. 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (RNS) Fed- 
eral Judge Tamm has dismissed a suit 
brought by a professed athiest to re- 
move Chaplains from the government 
payroll. It was claimed that payment of 
tax money for salaries and allowances 
to chaplains was unconstitutional and 
violated the separation of Church and 
State. The Judge ruled that there was 
no cause for action. 

DAYTON, O. (RNS) Protestant 
leaders, attending the annual assembly 
of the Division of Foreign Missions of 
the National Council of Churches 
asked for a new, unified global missions 
strategy. The delegates visualized a 
single “supranational” world mission 
without distinction between the “older” 
and “younger” Churches. They urged 
that the missionary body be more in- 
ternational, interdenominational and 


interacial and that it carry out healing, 
teaching and other functions of minis- 
try “through less formal and _institu- 
tionalized methods”. 





EPISCOPAL NEWS BRIEFS 


Dr. William S. Lea, Rector of St. 
John’s Episcopal Church, Knoxville, 
Tenn., has been named Editor of ““The 
Episcopal Churchnews”, published bi- 
weekly in Richmond, Virginia. The 
appointment was announced by the 
Right Reverend Robert F. Gibson Jr., 
Coadjutor-Bishop of Virginia and presi- 
dent of the magazine’s board of trus- 
tees. Dr. Lea replaces a five-man edi- 
torial board. (RNS)

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“OUR BOUNDEN DUTY 
AND SERVICE” 


Question: What is your bounden duty 
as a member of the Church? 

Answer: My bounden duty is to follow 
Christ, to worship God every Sunday 
in His Church; and to work and pray 
and give for the spread of His King- 
dom. (Prayer Book, Offices of Instruc- 
tion, Second Office) 

Our “bounden” duty is that to 
which we are bound and committed by 
virtue of our Christian profession; it 
is what it is necessary for us to do be- 
cause we are members of the Body of 
Christ. 

The Office Of Instruction says that 
we are bound to worship God every 
Sunday in His Church. Are we then 
free to select what type of worship we 
will offer? No. The Prayer Book does 
not leave us without a commentary on 
this duty. When the priest stands at 
the Altar as the Celebrant at the Holy 
Communion the Church puts it upon 
his lips to say on behalf of all who are 
present: “accept this our bounden duty 
and service’. It would seem then that 
the Prayer Book has some very definite 
ideas about our duty in terms of wor- 
ship. There are other services in the 
Prayer Book, there are daily offices of 
Morning and Evening Prayer, but our 
“bounden duty and service” on Sun- 
days is the Holy Eucharist. This is 
what we should expect in the light of 
earlier words in the Prayer of Conse- 
cration; we are reminded of the fact 
that Jesus Christ “did institute and in 
His Holy Gospel command us to con- 
tinue, a perpetual memory of His 
precious death and sacrifice, until His 
coming again”. The dictionary defines 
the word perpetual as “continuous, un- 
ceasing”. A Churchman cannot be con- 
sidered to have fulfilled the spirit of 
these directions by “going to Com- 
munion” at eleven on the first Sunday 
of the month. This is hardly taking 
our part in a perpetual offering. We 
hear a good deal about “Prayer Book 
Churchmanship” these days. There can 
be no doubt but that the Prayer Book 
expects every Churchman to be at 
Mass every Sunday, at least. No parish 
can boast of being a “Prayer Book 
Parish” if it does not have a schedule 
designed to make it possible for the 
members to fulfill their “bounden duty 
and service”. To have only an “early 
celebration” and to substitute other 
Offices, however good in their own 


right and for their own purposes, is 
not to be a “Prayer Book Parish” be- 
cause every priest knows that, in point 
of fact, only a few of the parish will 
“early 


attend the service” and_ the 


majority will be led into the erroneous 
way of feeling that they have fulfilled 
their “bounden duty” and been “Pray- 
er Book Churchmen” by attending 
Morning Prayer, the Litany or some 
other service. Moreover, there is no 
age limit in this Prayer Book direction. 
The CHILDREN and YOUNG PEO- 
PLE are to be included in this per- 
formance of “bounden duty”. Millions 
of dollars are being spent in the Epis- 
copal Church to try and develop and 
“sell” a new Sunday School teaching 
method. It may all come to naught. 
Did not the Master say: “Apart from 
me ye can do nothing’? The Holy 
Communion is the “Lord’s Own Serv- 
ice for the Lord’s Own People on the 
Lord’s Own Day”. To train children 
to know and love the Eucharist is to 
bring them up in the right way; to 
translate for them the teaching in the 
Sunday Collects week by week is to 
teach them the Catholic Faith. Why 
all this promotion in an effort to im- 
prove on the Lord’s gift to His people? 

Prejudices run deep; lack of instruc- 
tion promotes shallow thinking and a 
parish priest, however faithful he 
wishes to be to the teaching of the 
Prayer Book, may find it difficult to 
suddenly substitute the Mass for Morn- 
ing Prayer at 11 A.M. Happily, the 
Family Eucharist, at an earlier hour 
is commending itself in a growing 
number of parishes. This may be just 
as well, for it is difficult to train people 
to fast for “late communions”. What 
then, is a “Prayer Book Parish” in 
terms of the Sunday Eucharist? It is 
one where there are celebrations at 
hours designed to make it possible for 
the greatest number in the _ parish— 
children and adults alike—to perform 
their “bounden duty and_ service”. 
What is a “Prayer Book Churchman” 
in terms of his Sunday duty? He is one 
who will be present, and if possible 
receive the Holy Communion every 
Sunday, no matter how inconvenient 
the hour may be. He is one who wil! 
be most concerned over having his 
children brought up to take their nor- 
mal places Sunday by Sunday at Mass. 

Nor is this a peculiar idea of the 
Prayer Book. In the First Epistle of 
Peter (ii:5) the Scriptures remind us 
of the fact that “Ye also, as lively 
stones, are built up a spiritual house, 
an holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual 
sacrifices, acceptable to God by Jesus 
Christ”. Bible and Prayer Book are 
linked together. Returning to the Holy 
Communion Office again we find that 
the Prayer Book calls the Eucharist 
“our sacrifice of praise and thanksgiv- 
ing.” 


The Precepts of the Church, those 
guideposts which come to us with the 
authority of the Holy Spirit, summar- 
ize the matter, and incorporate the 
clear commandment of Jesus, “Do this 
in remembrance of Me”, by saying that 
it is our duty “to be present at Mass 
every Sunday and Holy Day”. 

Why did Our Blessed Lord give us 
the Eucharist? It was ordained for: 
(a) The Continual Remembrance of 

the Sacrifice of the Death of Christ. 

A sacrifice is an offering of some 
sensible or visible thing, made by a 
priest to God alone, to testify to the 
supremé Dominion of God over all 
things. 

The Christian Sacrifice is the sacrifice 
of the Body and Blood of our Lord 
Jesus Christ really present on the altar, 
under the forms of bread and wine, and 
offered to God for the living and the 
dead. 

The Sacrifice of the Mass is the same 
as the Sacrifice of the Cross, for Christ, 
who offered himself once and for all 
on the Cross, now presents himself 
Eternally in Heaven and we join our- 
selves to that offering by Participation 
in the Mass. 

The five ends for which the Holy 
Sacrifice is offered are: 

1. To worship God. 

2. To commemorate our Saviour’s 
Passion and Death. 


To thank God for His goodness. 
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To pray for pardon for our sins. 

5. To ask God’s Blessing for all, both 
living and dead. 

(b) The Benefits We receive Thereby: 

The outward part or sign of the 
Sacrament is the bread and wine, which 
Christ ordained to be received. 

The inward part or thing signified is 
the Body and Blood of Christ, which 
are really and indeed taken and _ re- 
ceived by the faithful in the Lord’s 
Supper. 

The bread and wine are changed 
into the Body and Blood of Christ by 
the power of God, to whom nothing is 
impossible, when the prayer of Conse- 
cration is pronounced by a priest at 
the Mass. 

The benefits whereof we are par- 
takers thereby are the strengthening 
and refreshing of our souls by the Body 
and Blood of Christ. 

Resolutions for 1956? Let’s start with 
the determination to perform “our 
bounden duty and service’ every Sun- 
day—to be Prayer Book Churchmen in 
terms of worship—which is another 
way of saying—to be faithful and prac- 
tising members of the Holy Catholic 
Church.

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 


An oft-repeated question prompts us 
to begin this column by quoting a 
very fine Editorial from a recent issue 
of the “Church Times” (London). The 
question is: “How many Catholics are 
there in the Episcopal Church?” The 
answer is, of course, that ALL members 
of the Episcopal Church are Catholics 
but that it would be impossible to 
tabulate the actual number of Church- 
men who are “mindful” of their Catho- 
licism. This leads to a further question 
—“Who are Catholics’? The “Church 
Times” replies as follows: 

“The term ‘Catholic’ is used in two 
senses. In its first and broader sense, it 
signifies the wholeness and comprehen- 
siveness of the Church from the begin- 
ning. It includes all who have been 
admitted by baptism into the fellow- 
ship of Christ’s religion, and who gladly 
profess their belief in the Holy Catholic 
Church. But ‘Catholic’ has long been 
used in a more particular sense also. 
This has arisen from the fact that there 
are differences of emphasis, within the 
Church of England. ‘Catholic,’ in this 
more particular sense, is historically 
and traditionally applied to those who 
place a deliberate emphasis on the 
sacraments as well as on the word: on 
the sacred ministry as a priesthood as 
well as a pastorate: on the Church 
itself as a divinely appointed and super- 
natural society, as well as an organiza- 
tion of men. 


Unreal Opposition 


Unhappily, ‘Catholic’ has come to be 
opposed to ‘Evangelical,’ as applied 
to those who are by temperament and 
tradition disposed to pay more atten- 
tion to the word than to the sacra- 
ments, to the Bible than to the Church, 
to the merely ethical aspects of reli- 
gion, than to the spiritual in the wid- 
est sense. Some terms must be used to 
describe different sections and opin- 
ions. ‘High’ and ‘Low’ have lost most 
of their meaning. But it is regrettable 
none the less, that ‘Catholic’ and 
‘Evangelical’ should be regarded as 
mutually exclusive. It is a use of words 
which is more apt to obscure than to 
illuminate the truth. The chief dam- 
age done by this traditional opposi- 
tion lies in the suggestion that there 
is something incompatible between the 
Church and the Gospel. In fact, the 
Church exists to proclaim and imple- 
ment the Gospel. The Gospel is trans- 
mitted and safeguarded by the Church. 
In the proper sense of the terms, every 
Catholic is also an Evangelical. His 
membership in the universal Church 
commits him to be a servant and a 
messenger of the universal Gospel. 
Every Evangelical is also a Catholic. 
His obedience to the Gospel commits 
him to membership in the universal 
Church. 
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Word and Sacrament 


But we would assure our enquirers 
that the term ‘Catholic,’ even in its 
more particular sense, most assuredly 
does not exclude its apparent opposite. 
For in this particular sense, the term 
stands for those in the Church who 
have rediscovered some of the Church's 
greatest treasures, which had _ been 
allowed to rust through long disuse. 
Obvious examples are the use of sacra- 
mental confession, as an optional but 
vitally important right for the laity; 
and the frequent celebration of the 
Holy Communion, as the supreme cor- 
porate act of the faithful community. 
There is nothing here remotely incom- 
patible with the evangel of the Church. 
There is the closest possible link. 
‘Catholics’ are the first to insist that 
these and other treasures belong to the 
whole Church, not to any party within 
it. They did not invent the riches of 
the Catholic life in grace. They re- 
vived them, when they were latent. 
The Church needs the emphasis both 
on word and on sacraments, and an 
end to the suggestion that there is any 
necessary opposition whatever between 
the two.”

Mr. Roger Broomhead, President of 
the Northern California Branch has this 
excellent message in the first issue: 


Message From Your President . . 


Since God’s plan works through men, 
men must bear the burden of His lead- 
ership. The ACU is a layman’s move- 
ment which stems back to the establish- 
ment in 1859 of the Church Union in 
England. When the priests who were 
the early leaders of the Oxford Move- 
ment were jailed, the Laymen organized 
the Church Union to carry on their 
work of Catholic revival. The American 
Church Union today is a National move- 
ment which has made satisfactory but 
not sufficient progress. The ACU needs 
the strength of added memberships and 
the wisdom and enthusiasm of addi- 
tional leaders. A truly effective job with 
realization of all the great opportuni- 
ties before us will not be done until all 
Catholics and Prayer Book Churchmen 
are working with ACU to preserve the 
Faith. It is time for Anglican Communi- 
cants to stand and be counted. 

The ACU is not a “party” in the 
Church. It is not intended to be a politi- 
cal or pressure group. It labors to make 
the Church as God means it to be. ACU 
members are not being divisive but are 
working together to commend what the 
present Archbishop of Canterbury de- 
scribes as our true position when he 


says: “We have no faith of our own; 
we have only the Catholic Faith of the 
Catholic Church enshrined in the Catho- 
lic Creeds”. 

We have planned a positive program 
to give all in the Diocese of California 
ample opportunity to unite in the teach- 
ing effort through ACU: to bear wit- 
ness, to defend where defense is needed, 
to educate ourselves so that our exam- 
ple will be the better despite our short- 
comings, and to educate others when 
the circumstance permits. 

For the Faith, we seek a unity within 
the family of the Church based on the 
understanding and acceptance of the 
full Catholic heritage as set forth in 
the Book of Common Prayer. 

Primarily, the aim of the American 
Church Union is the spreading of the 
Faith and bearing Witness to the Angli- 
can Communion. It is a work of teach- 
ing which all faithful Churchmen carry 
on in their personal lives. It is being, 
above all, a witness by example. The 
ACU is the extension and carrying out 
of that witness into the life of the 
whole Church. 

We seek to strengthen the Anglican 
branch of Christ’s Holy Catholic Church 
by recalling it to the fulness of its heri- 
tage and with the conviction that thus 
strengthened the reunion of Christen- 
dom will be hastened and the Kingdom 
will be pushed forward.

THE SAN BERNADINO CONVO-

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Editorial 





“Catholic Truth; Evangelical Zeal; Ecumenical Spirit”. 


These words, found on the masthead on the front cover 
of this issue, set forth the aim and purpose of the ACU 
NEWS and those who will be responsible for the magazine 
in the new and larger format will seek constantly to keep 
this motto before them. 


The expansion of the ACU NEWS, like every other 
advance step in developing our program during these past 
five years, is an act of faith. Slowly, but steadily, we have 
been growing and reaching out in the many phases of our 
work since 1950. There has been an increasing and insistent 
demand from our members for the improvement of the 
ACU NEWS. They want “more teaching material”; “bits 
of general Church news” are requested by the many who 
do not take any other Church paper; more and more 
people have called attention to the need for a periodical 
with an editorial policy consistently loyal to our Catholic 
heritage. To produce the type of magazine desired; to look 
forward to the day when it may come out more often than 
the present monthly schedule, requires a staff. Additional 
full time workers are not a possibility at this present time, 
but we go forward into 1956 with the support and backing 
of new volunteers for the Editorial Board and with the 
faith that others will come forward and be willing to assist 
by assuming responsibility for the various regular columns 
and features. We will count heavily on the assistance of 
our reporters in Regional Branches for local news, not only 
of ACU programs but of general Church activity. We invite 
you all to make use of the “Questions and Answers” column 
and of the section reserved for “Letters To The Editor”. 
It will help us greatly if those who deal with the various 
Church Supply and Bookstores will drop them a note and 
let it be known that advertising in the new ACU NEWS 
would be a good investment. Our circulation now compares 
favorably with the two national weeklies and the one bi- 
weekly Church paper. Our advertising rates are reasonable. 
We will be further grateful if our members will assume 
responsibility for placing copies monthly on the parish 
tract table. Copies are 6c each in bundles of 25 or more. 


To return to the motto: “CATHOLIC TRUTH”. The 
American Church Union is dedicated “to upholding the 
Doctrine, Discipline and Worship of the Episcopal Church 
as an integral part of the whole Catholic Church.” This is 
no “party” idea of ours. The Catholic Faith is found in 
Holy Scripture where it is called “the faith once delivered 
to the saints”; the Catholic Faith is enshrined in the Prayer 
Book, where the affirmation of loyalty in The Creeds is to 
“The One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Church’—all 
members of the Episcopal Church are Catholics, whether 
they recognize it or not. It was only the result of deter- 
mined protestantizing influences in the 17th Century that 
obscured this truth. The fruit of the Catholic Revival has 
been a growing return to a love and use of our full 
Catholic heritage of truth and practise. The Movement is 
far from completed in the American Episcopal Church. It 
will be the aim of ACU NEWS to contribute to the 
strengthening of the Movement by setting forth “Catholic 
Truth”. In doing so we will not be guilty of the error 
alleged in that strange editorial in “The Living Church” 
(October 16, 1955) where we read: “In our opinion, a 
‘Catholic’ strategy which makes an individual or an unoff- 


cial group of individuals, superior to the Episcopal Church 
in determining what is Catholic is badly grounded strategy 
both theologically and practically”. We will not be setting 
ourselves up as competent to determine these things. We 
are content to be loyal to the spirit of the Prayer Book, 
remembering that, on its title page, the point of reference 
is “The Church” (of which the Episcopal Church is but a 
part) and in its Preface there is the declared intention of 
remaining loyal to the doctrine, discipline and worship of 
the Church of England just as the early Church of Eng- 
land Prayer Books, in turn, expressed the intention of 
their original compilers to remain loyal to the Historic, 
Catholic and Apostolic Faith. While others in our day talk 
of “the Coming Great Church”, often giving the impression 
that it is to be something for us to create, and while other 
voices urge upon us the necessity of submerging our Angli- 
can loyalties to the ‘Ecumenical Movement”, we are content 
with what has been given us in “the faith once delivered”, 
with its emphasis on due Order and Authority, the vital 
place of the Sacraments (and especially of the Eucharist) 
in the Christian life, and the value of symbol in the worship 
which mortal man offers to Almighty God. We _ believe 
that it is God’s Will that men be saved in and through 
the Church. Moreover, as the Bishop of Exeter has said: 
“because the Church is Christ’s creation, and her members 
are those who are joined to Him, she is never to be iden- 
tified with or limited to the Christians of any one place or 
generation. The respect for tradition, the appeal to the 
Fathers, is more than a mere veneration of the past. It is 
the recognition that the Church does not consist of the 
present generation only, but is one with all the generations 
which are past but are still a part of the Church”. The 
voice of tradition is not a dead voice: it is the voice of 
living members of the Church: their only means of making 
known to us the fruits of their Christian experience. 


“EVANGELICAL ZEAL”. No true Christian can be 
lacking in zeal for the spread of the Faith. The Master 
has commanded us to “Go into all the world”. It is our 
hope that the ACU NEWS may be an instrument to assist 
us all in earnestly contending for the faith once delivered, 
as we are enjoined in the Epistle of Jude. We shall hope 
to do this by means of “lively” articles making known the 
Catholic and universal truth of the gospel; by strengthen- 
ing our Regional Branches in their local programs of wit- 
ness and teaching; by supporting missionary work. The 
Evangelical tradition stands primarily for emphasis on the 
saving power of the Gospel and of the necessity of its 
unceasing proclamation to all men in the power of the 
living Word of God. Fr. Desmond Morse-Boycott, in his 
classic on the Catholic Movement entitled “They Shine 
Like Stars” says that one danger of the Catholic Movement 
in our day is that we who are inheritors of the witness and 
struggle of the first Oxford Movement leaders tend to “rest 
on our oars’. It is true that the greatest hindrance to the 
spread of the Catholic Movement in the American Church 
is often the complacency of many of those who enjoy full 
Catholic privileges. There is a “Congregational-Catholicism” 
among us which too often short circuits the entire Move- 
ment and confines it to narrow boundaries; there is some- 
times a pettiness about secondary issues that prevents our 
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confronting the Church and the Nation with a united front. 
It is our hope that the new ACU NEWS may increasingly 
inspire in clergy and laity alike a passionate Evangelical 
zeal for teaching and preaching the Truth. 


“ECUMENICAL SPIRIT”. We share with our brethren, 
who are laboring in other fields, a longing for the reunion 
of Christendom in accordance with Our Lord’s expressed 
Will. We are probably the only group in the Episcopal 
Church where there is a nation-wide, daily work of inter- 
cession for the Unity of the Church and where, as in this 
past Quarter, there have been regular intercessions for the 
Church of South India. (The Cycle of Prayer includes these 
items.) We fear that there is a tendency in some present 
day reunion efforts to merely hold together in one ecclesias- 
tical organization men of widely different and incompatible 
convictions by a studied vagueness. We do not impugn the 
sincerity of those who believe that compromise is the only 
way to achieve peace in the Church but we affirm our 
conviction that the way of the Faith is noi the way of 
compromise; that at no period in history has the Faith 
maintained its purity against accretions or diminutions by 
the method of compromise; and that where compromise 
appears, the truth of Christ is obscured. We rejoice in 
present day efforts through the “Ecumenical Movement” 
to reunite the Church; we reject the idea that the Ecumeni- 
cal Movement is a new creation of our day. The word 
“Ecumenical” refers to wholeness and universality. We be- 
lieve that the Ecumenical Movement was in existence in 
the great Councils of the undivided Church and, by being 
loyal to these Councils we reject the charge that we are 
obscurantists in terms of Unity efforts. We are simply 
being loyal to the Ecumenical Spirit in terms beyond those 
discernable in the present day renewed interest in things 
Ecumenical. If we hold to this spirit we feel, for example, 
that we shall be more truly Ecumenical than if we limited 
ourselves to the borders set by the Editor of the “Living 
Church” in the Editorial mentioned above when he wrote: 
“The Catholic Movement, in our opinion, cannot be more 
Catholic than the Church in which it is found”. Our aim 
will be to constantly refer all things to judgment in the 
spirit of the Vincentian Canon: “Universality, Antiquity 
and Consent”. And, should crises develop in our Church, 
we might do well to follow the advice of St. Vincent of 
Lerins, author of the Vincentian Canon: 


“What then will the Catholic Christian do if any part 
of the Church has cut itself off from the Communion of 
the universal faith? What surely but prefer the soundness 
of the whole body to a pestilent and corrupt member? 
What if some moral contagion seek to infect the whole 
Church and not merely a small portion of it? Then he will 
take care to cling to antiquity, which cannot now be 
seduced by fraud and subtlety. What if error be 
detected . .. in a province? Then he will look to it that 
he prefer the decrees of an ancient general council . . . to 
the rashness and ignorance of a few. (DOC 237) 


“CATHOLIC TRUTH; EVANGELICAL ZEAL; ECU- 
MENICAL SPIRIT”. These are all positive goals and, with 
God’s help, we mean to make them our guide. In addition 
to forthright presentation, however, there will be the need 
for some defense. If we can maintain the aims as set forth 
in our motto we feel that criticism, when necessary, will 
be constructive. In the words of Dr. Casserly, the Church 
needs “candid friends and friendly critics”. Referring once 
more to the editorial in “The Living Church” on “The 
Catholic Movement”, we cannot agree that to criticize our 


leaders or our Departments of National Council is dis- 
loyalty. We agree that our particular form of Church gov- 
ernment has come into existence under the dispensation of 
God’s Grace, but we reject the idea that our present organ- 
ization is the creation of the Holy Spirit to such a degree 
as to impart infallibility to our elected leaders and, there- 
fore, bring critics into sin. We mean to love, trust and 
follow the leaders of the Episcopal Church in these United 
States but our greater loyalties are ‘“Ecumenical”—to the 
whole Catholic Church of Christ—in time as well as in 
space. In our opinion, the “Living Church” sets up some 
“straw men” when it condemns the Catholic Movement 
“in its organizational aspects” as “sectarian” and “hostile”. 
To be “sectarian” is to be the opposite of “Ecumenical” 
and “Catholic”. We plead “not guilty’! As to hostility, it 
is high time that every single Catholic-minded Churchman 
realize that persecution for loyalty to our heritage is growing 
sharper and more bitter in many areas of the Church. New 
evidence pours into our ACU office daily of priests suffering 
for their witness; of young men refused a chance to pre- 
pare for Holy Orders because of Catholic convictions; of 
layfolk who are ridiculed as they move into parishes where 
there are deep-seated prejudices against Catholic practise. 
The story is a sad one, and too well documented to allow 
for coverage in this issue. More of that later. It is our con- 
sidered opinion that the real hostility in the Church today 
stems from the arbitrary actions of so-called “Liberal” 
Bishops (who are liberal to any point of view except the 
Catholic!) and from certain leaders of the Church who feel 
that their actions and decisions are above reproach. The 
story of personal hostility towards ACU leaders at General 
Convention, as evidenced by certain Church leaders, would 
not be edifying. The point is that the “Living Church” 
ought to stop accusing fellow Catholic minded Churchmen 
with attitudes which they do not hold and should awaken 
to the fact that the real hostility is toward their brethren 
in the Faith, who sorely need their support. We shall con- 
tinue to “earnestly contend for the faith once delivered to 
the saints” and we ask you to pray for us, that all our work 
may be done in the true spirit of Christian love which 
loves above all else, God’s truth and God’s Church. 


We would wish it to be clearly understood that, in 
commenting on this particular Editorial we are not “attack- 
ing” the “Living Church”. The Editor expressly states in 
the Editorial to which we refer that it is the aim of his 
magazine to speak from “within” the Catholic Movement 
and to “uphold the Catholic position”. Just as we know 
that ACU NEWS does not speak for all Churchmen who 
seek to be loyal to our Catholic heritage, so the Editor of 
“The Living Church” cannot hope to speak for all. His 
particular editorial on “The Catholic Movement” caused 
grave concern to many catholic-minded Churchmen. We 
comment upon it only to clarify some of the issues that 
seem to apply to ACU and to express another point of 
view from within the Catholic Movement. 


As to the final charge of the Editor of the “Living 
Church”, namely, that the Frank Gavins, Francis T. Halls, 
William T. Mannings and James Huntingtons of the 
Church of today are alienated from the Catholic Movement 
in its organizational aspects in the Church, we can only 
say that we can point with pride to members and strong 
supporters who will be placed in the above categories by 
the historians of tomorrow, but it would be presumptuous 
of us and embarrassing to them if we were to attempt to 
list their names while they are in the midst of their work.

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ANGLICAN FAMILY NEWS 
BRIEFS 


A “traveling Church” provided by 
the Trans-Australia Railway has 
brought religious services for the first 
time to 350 Christians living in virtual 
isolation along a 475 mile stretch of 
railroad crossing the desolate tableland 
in the west. Dr. C. E. B. Muschamps, 
Bishop of Kalgoorlie, made the car his 
headquarters on a ten day trip along 
the route. He reported that more than 
half of the people living along the line 
attended services. (RNS) Bishop Mus- 
champs will be remembered as one of 
our visitors at the Chicago Catholic 
Congress. 

The Reverend Michael Scott of Chi- 
chester, England, for many years a 
missionary in South Africa where he 
vigorously opposed the segregation 
policies of the government was a 
preacher at New York Cathedral on 
November 13th. The occasion was the 
presentation of an offering of $2300 
by the Urban Priests League raised in 
their parishes for the work of the 
school near Johannesburg maintained 
by the Community of the Resurrection. 
Father Scott urged American Church- 
men to inform themselves with refer- 
ence to the intolerable situation devel- 
oping in South Africa and to act to 
support those who are bearing witness 
to true Christian principles in the 
area. The Foundation For the Propo- 
gation of the Faith, the ACU Mission- 
ary Committee, in expanding its pro- 
gram to “step-up” aid to Anglican work 
in South Africa during 1956. $500 was 
sent to the Bishop of Johannesburg in 
1955 and it is hoped that the amount 
will be greatly increased during 1956.

THE MOST REVEREND CYRIL 
FORSTER GARBETT, Archbishop of 
York, died at York, England, on Decem- 
ber 31st. The New York Herald-Tribune, 
on Sunday, January Ist, had this to say 
about the late Archbishop: 

“Dr. Garbett, eighty, a leading figure 
in the world-wide Anglican communion, 
announced several weeks ago that he 
planned to retire. 

Dr. Garbett was the traditional politi- 
cal spokesman and second ranking arch- 
bishop in the Church of England. He 
was next in line to the Primate of All 
England, the Most Rev. Geoffrey Fran- 
cis Fisher, Archbishop of Canterbury. 
His title was that of Primate of England 
and Metropolitan of the Province of 
York. 


Dr. Garbett became Archbishop of 
York in 1942, succeeding the late Most 
Rev. William Temple, who had been 
named Archbishop of Canterbury. Dur- 
ing their episcopates, both championed 
the cause of the laboring classes. Both 
were strong personalities. 

Dr. Garbett could have become Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in 1945. He was 
offered the post by Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill but declined.” 

May he rest in peace and may light 
perpetual shine upon him. The Queen 
has appointed the Bishop of Durham, 
the Right Reverend Michael Ramsey, 
to succeed as Archbishop of York. The 
appointment brings to this important 
post an able leader, a great scholar and 
a sound churchman.

2. PRIZES. $50,000.00 in prizes will be awarded and 
paid to the highest scoring contestants. The main 
prize list totals $45,000.00 and there is a promptness 
award of winner’s choice of $5,000.00 cash, or a 
$5,000.00 Cadillac Convertible, or a $5,000.00 Mink 
Coat. 


3. PRIZE GROUPS. There are two prize groups: 
Group A and Group B. A contestant may properly 
enter either one of these groups or both of these 
groups. There are 200 prizes in each group; grand 
total—400 prizes. To be eligible to win a prize in 
Group A, the contestant must contribute $1.00 for 
each of the six (6) series of puzzles; to be eligible 
to win a prize in Group B, the contestant must con- 
tribute $2.00 for each of the six (6) series of puzzles. 
Contestants desiring to win a prize in both groups 
(A and B) must contribute $3.00 for each of the 6 
series of puzzles. Each prize group will be judged 
separately at time of final judging and as many 
prizes reserved as there are contestants tied therefor. 
If no ties exist, the prizes will be awarded in order 
of relative scoring rank. If ties do exist, such ties 
will be broken as provided in these rules, and prizes 
awarded in order of relative rank. 


4. NATURE OF THE CONTEST. There are six se- 
ries of puzzles and each series contains four puzzles. 
Rules governing solving and submission of puzzles 
are printed in announcement circular. One (1) point 
will be earned by contestants for each correct solu- 
tion to each of the 24 different puzzles. There is only 
one correct answer to each puzzle ; sponsor’s decision 
as to correctness of a puzzle’s answer is final and 
each contestant agrees to be bound thereby. Two 
clues will be supplied with each puzzle; the correct 
answer must match both such clues. 


5. HOW TO COMPETE. A contestant enters this 
contest by completing and mailing the Official Entry 
Form (Series No. 1) to Contest Headquarters. Each 
such entry form must be accompanied by the proper 
contribution to qualify for the designated Group or 
Groups ($1 or $2 or $3) in order to be accepted. 


Contestants who desire to contribute for all six 
series in advance may do so by indicating this pref- 
erence in the designated space on the Official Entry 
Form (Series 1) and enclosing sufficient contribution 
to cover all such six series. Thus, entrants in Group 
A only should contribute $6.00 ; entrants in Group B 
only should contribute $12.00; entrants in both 
Groups (A and B) should contribute $18.00.

Upon Receipt of the Entry Form, the contestant 
will be assigned an Official Contest Entry Number 
and this number together with Acknowledgment of 
Entry and the Second Series of Puzzles (Puzzles 5-8 
incl.) will be forwarded to the contestant. The re- 
maining series of puzzles (Series 3, 4, 5 and 6) will 
be mailed at intervals cf approximately three weeks 


(Please read carefully) 


each. The contestant should return each such series 
within fourteen days of receipt. Each such additional 
series must be accompanied by the appropriate con- 
tribution for the designated group or groups of 
prizes (excepting, of course, those who have con- 
tributed in full in advance). Contestants who have 
contributed in full with Series No. 1, need only re- 
turn the completed series form. No additional con- 
tribution is required of those who have contributed 
in full in advance. 

The entry date in this contest shall be the post- 
marked date on the envelope containing the solu- 
tions and contribution for Series No. 1. 


6. JUDGING OF SERIES. Upon completing all six 
series, each contestant will be supplied with the 
Official Substitute Solution Form. This form will 
contain all 24 puzzles and will permit the reanswer- 
ing of each such puzzle. At final judging whichever 
set of solutions scores higher (that is, either the 
original solutions to the six series or the Substitute 
Solution answers) will be considered as the contest- 
ant’s complete entry. There will be no charge for the 
Substitute Solution. Final judging will commence 
after all contestants, within the time limits imposed 
by these Rules and additional instructions, have 
submitted all six series. Judging will follow the 
procedure set forth in Paragraph 3 of these Rules. 


7. TIE-BREAKING PUZZLES. In view of the 
nation-wide character of this contest, and the an- 
ticipated large number of contestants, ties are ex- 
pected. However, no additional contribution will be 
required from any contestant for the right to receive, 
solve and submit any set of tie-breaking puzzles. In 
short, there is no charge for tie-breakers. All tied 
contestants will be sent a set of tie-breaking puzzles 
after judging of the 24 puzzles of the six series is 
complete. The tie-breaking puzzles will be similar 
to but more difficult than those contained in the six 
series. Thus, more numerous and less familiar ob- 
jects will be presented for identification. The 
Merriam-Webster New International Dictionary, 2nd 
Edition, any printing from 1945 to date, will be the 
Official Contest Dictionary and the final authority 
for all names and spelling of words and pictured 
objects. A novel, basic type of crossword, word- 
building and picture identification puzzle will be 
added to the tie-breaking puzzles. Sponsor’s deci- 
sions as to validity of spelling of words and objects 
under Official Contest Dictionary is final and each 
contestant agrees to be bound by such decisions. 


Contestants will not be required to write any es- 
says, or compose jingles or verse. This is purely a 
puzzle contest. 

If the first set of tie-breaking puzzles does not 
resolve all ties, a second set, or a third or fourth 
set, will be used until all ties are broken. Time limit 
for solving and returning by first class mail the first 
set will be not less than 15 days; and not less than 
7 days for any subsequent set. In the event of final 
ties, duplicate prizes will be awarded. Each set of 
tie-breakers will contain a specific set of Rules and 
Instructions governing the solving and submission 
of those puzzles and each contestant agrees to be 
bound thereby. Judging of each set will be on a 
progressive basis. Thus, the first puzzle in a tie- 
breaking set will be judged first, and prizes awarded 
as ties are broken. If ties still remain, the second 
puzzle in that set will be judged, and so on, until 
all ties are broken or another set of tie-breakers 
called for. 


8. NEATNESS. Neatness or art ability, as such, 
play no part in this contest of skill. However, un- 
signed or illegible entries cannot be considered in 
the judging, nor any claim of ownership allowed 
for such entries. 


9. ASSISTANCE, This is a contest of individual 
skill and effort. To insure that the solutions of each 
contestant are the result of his or her own skill and 
individual effort, outside help of any sort is torbid- 
den, and any contestant receiving the same will be 
disqualified upon proof satisfactory to sponsor of 
violation of this rule. Affidavits certifying to this 
effect wili be required of winners. However, a con- 
testant may properly receive help from members of 
his or her own family living with such contestant. 
The term “help” as defined in these Rules does not 
include the use of reference works, picture collec- 
tions, word-lists and other proper research aids. 
Contestants may freely use such reference materials 
in solving the puzzles. 


10. PURPOSE OF CONTEST. This contest is spon- 
sored by the AMERICAN CHURCH UNION, INC., 
a non-profit corporation formed under the laws of 
the State of New York, to raise funds for carrying 
on its religious charitable purposes.

11. ADDITIONAL RULES. Each contestant, by the 
act of sending in an entry, agrees to be bound by 
the contest rules, instructions and conditions, and, 
in any event, by the decisions of the sponsor on any 
and all matters affecting the contest. Sponsor has 
the right and power to make such further rules and 
regulations as in sponsor’s discretion are necessary 
and proper for the proper functioning of the contest 
and to assure fair and equal opportunity to all con- 
testants, and all contestants agree to be bound by 
such additional rules and regulations. 

Sponsor is not responsible for lost or delayed mail. 
No entry or solution form will be returned and all 
communications and entries become property of 
sponsor. All instructions contained in the announce- 
ment are to be considered as part of the rules. Spon- 
sor has the right and power to offer increased, ad- 
ditional or duplicate prizes at any time during the 
contest under such rules as it may determine. Con- 
test subject to all applicable State and Federal regu- 
lations.

ants after final judging and award of prizes.
